NOTICE in respect of the application referred to in the title hereto was published 
in newspapers in the area concerned and copies of the said Notice were sent to 
interested carriers and others. Pursuant to the said Notice, interventions 
supporting or opposing the application were received and replies by the applicant 
thereto. 


By Notice of Hearing dated May 16, 1984, the Commission set June 11, 1984, as the 
date to commence a public hearing which was held in City Council Chambers in 
Winnipeg, Manitoba to consider inter alia the application referred to in the title 
hereto. 


The application to transfer the Class 4 and Class 9-4 Groups A and B authorities 
from Aero Trades (Western) Ltd. (hereinafter "Aero Trades") to 60882 Manitoba 
Corporation stems from the occurrence of Aero Trades being placed in 
receivership. Mr. R. Hardie appeared as a witness for Clarkson Company, the 
Receiver/Manager of Aero Trades. He informed us that on June 30, 1983, the 
Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce, the main secured creditor, had appointed 
Clarkson Company as receiver of Aero Trades. Concurrently, this company took 
control of the assets of Aero Trades and began a financial investigation of the 
insolvent company. This appointment was affirmed by the Manitoba Court of 
Queen's Bench shortly thereafter. Mr. Hardie stated that the Company continued 
to operate the air service and after looking at various alternatives to try to put the 
operation on a sound financial footing, his company eventually came to the 
conclusion that the sale of business would result in the best benefit to the 
creditors. However, he did affirm later during cross examination that there was a 
very good possibility that there would be no funds available for unsecured 
creditors. 


Clarkson then advertised the assets of the company for sale. Subsequently, a 
number of groups expressed an interest in the purchase of some or all of the assets 
and towards the latter part of October, the company concluded an agreement for 
the sale of the Groups A and B aircraft to 60882 Manitoba Corporation. This 
agreement was approved by the Court and then an application was made to the 
Commission for the transfer of the operating authorites to 60882 Manitoba 
Corporation. 
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During cross examination, Mr. Hardie agreed that the demise of the company was ~ 
due to several factors. One of these factors was Aero Trades ney debt load which | 
was a direct result of financial mismanagement of the company's operations. As an‘ 


example, Mr. Hardie stated that the scheduled service between Calgary and Prince = 275 


Albert had lost in the range of a million dollars plus, because the route had been

serviced with a much larger and more expensive aircraft than the traffic WIGtie é 


warranted. Another example of extreme cash drain on the company was the 


leasing of a hangar at $360 thousand per year to store the company's Convair 540. 9 


aircraft. A second significant factor was the pricing policies of Aero Trades. 
Mr. Hardie did admit that when his company assumed control of Aero Trades, it 


was of the opinion that the rates charged were too low, and an increase in rates o=!>s 
was sought through the Commission. This increase was denied, however, since it 5..." 


did not meet the Federal Government's six and five guidelines. The Receiver was - 
later allowed to make a tariff adjustment and add a fuel surcharge which, overall, 
gave the company a sixteen per cent increase in rates. 


The question of low rates formed the primary thrust of intervening evidence oft 


presented by Mr. J. Campbell of Campbell Air. He stated that his main reasons for. 


opposing the transfer were that his company could not profitably compete with thes isc. 


applicant on the basis of the rates which the applicant charged. Moreover, he was). * os. 


of the view that the applicant company could not continue to function profitably 
with that rate structure. The evidence presented by Mr. R. Dagg, one of the 
principals of, and witness for the 60882 Manitoba Corporation, dismissed the 
objection as being irrelevant. In his view, the new company is not bound by the 
Aero Trades' rates. He submits that if the transfer is not disallowed, the new 
company will decide what rates would produce an acceptable profit margin and 
then it will file a tariff reflecting those rates. 


The questions of goodwill and the transfer of dormant authorities formed part of 
the evidence presented by the intervenor, Campbell Air. The intervenor 
maintained that any goodwiil connected with the insolvent company, which in its 
view were those elements of a company which were likely to produce on-going 
business, did not form part of the transfer to 60882 Manitoba Corporation, but 
rather formed part of one of the other transfer applications. Moreover, through 
cross exmaination it was established that all Group A aircraft operated by the 
Receiver on behalf of Aero Trades had been sold; that the Group A portion of the 
licence therefore had not been continued by the Receiver/Manager since April of 
1984; that there were no Group A being transferred with the licence and therefore, 
the intervenor alleged this transaction constituted nothing more than a sale of air 
licences. : 


Mr. Hardie explained that the price of the assets and the subsequent transfer of the 
Groups A and B authorities was established as a package deal and goodwill had not 
been priced as a separate element of the price. Besides, he submitted that 
goodwill may or may not be present in a sale of a business, depending on what 
definition of goodwill is applied. 


an Cae 
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As regards the allegations that there had been an interruption in Group A service 
since April of 1984, Mr. Hardie submitted that service had been continuous using a 
Cessna 337 Group A aircraft. However, further evidence by Mr. Dagg revealed 
that particular Cessna 337 fell into the Group B weight category. Later, Mr. 
Hardie stated that he was quite unaware that the Cessna 337 was not a Group A 


aircraft and that he had been under the impression that the company was operating 
a Group A service. 


CONCLUSIONS 


We have considered all the material in this case, both on our files and that 
presented at the hearing. We are satisfied that the Class 4 Group B commercial air 
service proposed to be transferred has been and will continue to be operated as a 
going concern. With respect to the Group A commercial air service, we recognize 
that, at first glance, the conclusion to be drawn from the evidence before us would 
be to find that the said service was indeed interrupted. 


On the other hand, we are of the opinion that we must consider the specific 
circumstances of this case. Among these are the Receiver/Manager's lack of 
experience in the field of airline management and more specifically his lack of 
specific knowledge as to aircraft weight groups. 


We have also considered the statement by Mr. Hardie that he had: been under the, 
impression that the company was operating a Group A service and he was unaware 
that this particular Cessna 337 was not a Group A aircraft. 


We have concluded that this interruption in service does not, in this particular 
case, constitute a non-continued commercial air service. 


We have noted the intervenor's objections to this transfer particularly with respect to 
the level of rates charged by Aero Trades in its Groups A and B charter operations. 
We accept the applicant's argument that, should the transfer be not disallowed, the 
new company, 60882 Manitoba Corporation will be able to file new rates. At that 
time, it will be incumbent upon the Commission to review these rates, taking into 
account the Federal Government's guidelines and either reject the rates or accept 
them. In light of the fact that the Commission has this option, it is our decision that 
the level of rates charged by the incumbent carrier or those proposed to be charged by 
the new company should not be a determining factor in the dispostion of this transfer 
application. Moreover, there was no conclusive evidence presented that would 
indicate that the transferee intends to engage in "predatory" pricing should the 
transfer be not disallowed. 


In light of the above, we have determined that the transfer of the Class 4 and 9-4 
Groups A and B Charter‘commerical air services from Aero Trades to 60832 Manitoba 
Corporation will not unduly restrict competition or otherwise be prejudicial to the 


public interest.

Ucluelet Sea & Air Limited (hereinafter Ucluelet) has applied to 
the Commission for authority to operate the commercial air services set out 
in the Title hereto. 


Notice of the Class 4 Charter application was published in the 
newspaper of the area concerned and copies of the Notice were sent to 
interested air carriers and others. Pursuant to the Notice, an intervention 
Opposing the granting of the application was filed with the Commission by 
Pacific Rim Airlines Ltd. (hereinafter Pacific Rim). The applicant replied 
to the intervention. 


In the application, Ucluelet submits that although the local carrier, 
Pacific Rim, is authorized to provide Class 4 Charter service with fixed 
wing aircraft in Groups A and B from Tofino, it offers only VFR service with 
single engined aircrait and provides no passenger facilities at its Tofino 
base. The applicant is of the view that this entirely unsatisfactory level of 
service at Tofino is the direct result of Pacific Rim being unable, with its 
single engined aircraft, to provide adequate service at both of its bases, 
Tofino and Port Alberni. 


The applicant maintains that it plans to offer a superior service to 
that of Pacific Rim. Specifically, it plans to perform the service under IFR 
conditions with a twin-engined Navajo in Group B and a twin-engined Queen 
Air in the C Group. Besides, the applicant will provide adequate passenger 
facilities should the application be approved. 


Accompanying the application were 12 letters of support which, 
although identical in nature, do express, in the main, dissatisfaction with the 
level of service being provided by Pacific Rim where at the same time 
expressing a degree of support for the applicant.

Pacific Rim, in its intervention opposing the application, points to 
its five-year tenure of providing charter service full time at Tofino. It 
maintains that the local market is insufficient to support two competing 
licences and its continued surviva! at Tofino is dependant upon its ability to 
rotate staff and aircraft between its two bases at Tofino and Port Alberni. 
Moreover, the intervenor is of the view that any hours flown by the 
applicant would be a direct diversion from Pacific Rim. 


The applicant, in reply, dismisses the intervention, as being devoid 
of fact or evidence and dealing only in opinion and inference. 


We have considered the application, the material in support thereof 
and the intervention referred to. 


We note that the applicant does propose to introduce some fairly 
sophisticated aircraft into the service from Tofino. Coupled with the 
addition of the proposed passenger service facilities, this is perceived by us 
to be an upgrading of the present service available. This is particularly 
applicable insofar as the applicant is proposing to offer Group C aircraft to 
the people of Tofino which would mean a new service being offered which 
has not previously been offered at that point. 


Moreover, we also note that during most of the 1970's, the Town of 
Tofino had competitive charter service and the reappearance of competition 
will, in our opinion, benefit the local population. 


Accordingly, we are satisfied that the applicant has established 
that the present and future public convenience and necessity requires the 
granting of the application.

”) Notice cf the application was distributed to all licensed Class 7 
Specialty - Flying Training - and Class 6 air carriers within a fifty mile 
radius of the proposed base, and copies of the Notice were sent to interested 
air carriers and others. Pursuant to the Notice, interventions opposing the 
granting of the application were filed with the Committee by Westcastle 
Park, Pincher Creek and Foothills Flying Services Ltd. The applicant 
replied to the interventions. 


Five letters of support from the Municipality of Crowsnest Pass, 
Rancher's Auto Centre, Pincher Creek, the Town of Pincher Creek, the 
Municipal District of Pincher Creek, and the Pincher Creek and District 
Economic Development Board, as well as 26 form-type letters signed by 
residents of the region, were attached to the application. 


Sky West submits: 


- that it had operated five flying training satellite schools in 
Pincher Creek, thus showing it is able, willing and ready to 
satisfy the on-going demand; 


~ that in the past seven years, it had trained some 35 pilots 
and flown 1800 revenue hours; and 


- that individuals have expressed their intentions of using the 
) proposed service, and Sky West anticipates that the demand 
) in the first year of operation will be 1100 hours, with an 
increase to 1600 hours in the second year.

In its intervention opposing the granting of the application, 
Foothills Flying Services Ltd. states that it wants to offer a service similar 
to the one proposed by Sky West and that one of its founders was operating 
the satellite flying school of Sky West and consequently many of the 
individuals and companies who were supporting Sky West now support 
Foothills Flying Services Ltd. 


In reply to the intervention of Foothills Flying Services Ltd., the 
applicant submits that it has not received a copy of the application 
mentioned by the intervenor. 


In its intervention, Westcastle Park states that it was initially 
supporting the application of Sky West, but it is now withdrawing its support 
to give it to Foothills Flying Services Ltd., since this latter carrier is locally 
owned and operated, and since it feels Sky West is less enthusiastic about 
pursuing an active role in Pincher Creek. 


In reply to the intervention of Westcastle Park, Sky West submits 
that it is not less enthusiastic about the flying training school, and it knows 
the market of Pincher Creek. 


We have considered the application, the material in support 
thereof and the interventions referred to. 


We note that: 


there is no flying training school operating at Pincher 
Creek; 


- the letters of support indicated a need for such a service; 


- the applicant has already operated a satellite flying school 
at Pincher Creek; thus demonstrating a need for the service; 


- three other Class 7 Specialty - Flying Training - commercial 
air services operate in the Pincher Creek region, two at 
Lethbridge, Alberta and one at Fernie, B.C., but none of 
these three carriers has opposed the application; 


- the opposition comes mainly from a carrier who wishes to 
establish itself at Pincher Creek; and 


- Aviation statistics show that the applicant has flown a 
substantial number of revenue hours from a base at 
Claresholm. 


We are therefore of the opinion that there is sufficient potential 
to warrant the granting of the application. Accordingly, we are satisfied 
that the applicant has established that the proposed commercial air service 


is and will be required by the present and future public convenience and 
necessity.

We have considered the application, the material in support thereof and the 
intervention referred to. We note that in order for the applicant to remain viable it must 
relocate as the water level of the lake where it presently operates has been lowered to 
such an extent so as to seriously jeopardize its overall operations. Accordingly, we are 
satisfied that the public convenience and necessity requires the granting of the 
application. 


We further note that the applicant has operated charters out of South Indian 
Lake for some time, and that the community has been served by a number of itinerant 
carriers. We are of the opinion that the continuation of this competition would be 
beneficial and have concluded that South Indian Lake should remain an open point for 
Group A charter service. This will enable other carriers to operate without the necessity 
of assessing positioning charges.

Air Transport Committee's Decisions in Horizon Helicopters (No. 7650) and 
Trans North Turbo Air (No. 7885). 


In its reply to Okanagan's intervention, Custom states that it can 
see no reason why the Committee would give consideration to an 
intervention by a carrier with headquarters in Vancouver and no bases in 
Manitoba. 


In its intervention, Viking states the following: 


- "by letter dated January 27th, 1984 Viking notified the Air 
Transport Committee of its intention to apply to the Committee 
to transfer its Ottawa, Ontario licence to Thompson, Manitoba; 
by Decision No. 8109, the Committee agreed to a temporary 
suspension of the Ottawa licence pending completion of an 
application to transfer the licence to Thompson, Manitoba. It is 
Viking's contention that, by reason of having filed its intention 
several months prior to Custom, its formal application to 
transfer its licence to Thompson should be considered before the 
application by Custom"; 


- it has its own permanent hangar at Thompson and has carried 
substantial traffic from this base since 1975; 


- Custom implies that the list of clients are the "exclusive 
preserve" of Custom and do not represent a diversion from other 
Carriers; this is simply untrue; 


- "in paragraph 360 Custom states that 'This application is 
submitted simply to improve operational control...'; we fail to 
understand the relevance of this statement, does it mean that 
Custom requires more licences in order to get its operations 
under control?"; and 


- "it is Viking's opinion that Custom!'s application for a base at 
Thompson was hastily prepared and the evidence submitted does 
not justify granting its request; Custom has not supported its 
application with a single letter from existing or new clients, 
from the municipality or any other government agency." 


In its reply to Viking's intervention, the applicant submits the 
following:

- "Viking Helicopters Limited advise they wrote the Committee on 
January 27th, 1984 advising of an intention to transfer its 
Ottawa licence to Thompson, Manitoba; then they state the 
Committee agreed to a temporary suspension of the Ottawa 
licence; now, after six months, they need more time to get their 
application completed and expect the Committee to deal with 
their application, if it ever arrives, prior to making a decision on 
the Custom Helicopters Ltd.'s application. We note the 
Committee has denied Viking's request, but if the Ottawa licence 
is suspended and the Thompson application is not submitted, it 
would be interesting to know the status of the Operating 
Certificate for Thompson operations"; 


- the Committee is aware that all Provincial and Federal 
government contracts are tendered; Custom have contracts at 
Thompson that have been renewed from year to year for the past 
seven years; and 


- "most of our flying at Thompson has been under contract and we 
did not feel it necessary to approach these firms, who have been 
supporting us for several years, for letters of support". 


We have considered the application, and the interventions 
referred to. 


We note that by Licence No. A.T.C. 1396/62(H), Custom 
Helicopters Ltd. is authorized to operate a Class 4 Charter commercial air 
service using rotating wing aircraft in Group A-RW from a base at Winnipeg, 
Manitoba. We are of the view that the applicant has satisfied the policy 
criteria established in the Committee's August 20, 1980 letter to the 
industry, through its continued and substantial presence at Thompson and 
the fact that it has flown a considerable number of revenue hours in each of 
the years 1981-1983. Therefore, rather than granting Custom a separate 
Class 4 Charter licence at Thompson, Manitoba, which would duplicate the 
authorities held at Winnipeg, Manitoba, we are of the opinion that the same 
effect would be achieved by adding Thompson, Manitoba as a supplementary 
base to the carrier's existing licence. Thus, Custom's existing establishment 
at Thompson would be afforded full licensed base status consistent with the 
carrier's desire, without occasioning the necessity to issue an additional 
licence. Furthermore, since all rotating wing licensees are required to 
report activities only by area of operation and not by licence or base, the 
authorization of an additional base on its existing licence will impose no 
duplication of Custom's reporting obligations. 


In accordance with the foregoing, we are satisfied that the 
public convenience and necessity requires the granting of the application as 
set out below.

Kenn Borek Air Ltd. (hereinafter Kenn Borek) has applied to the 
Air Transport Committee for authority to operate the commercial air 
services set out in the Title hereto. 


Notice of the Class 4 Charter application was published in the 
newspaper of the area concerned and copies of the Notice were sent to 
interested air carriers and others. Pursuant to the Notice, interventions 
opposing the granting of the application were filed with the Committee by 
Sel-Co Holdings Ltd. operating under the firm name and style of Cruise Air 
(hereinafter Cruise Air) and Northern Thunderbird Air Ltd. (hereinafter 
N.T. Air). 


Fifty-four letters of support were submitted with the 
application. Of these, twenty-seven letters were considered as being in 
support of this Class 4 application while the remaining letters were in 
support of Class 3 service between Prince George and Prince Rupert. 


The applicant proposes to offer charter services with 
Cessna 185, Beechcraft Baron and King Air aircraft but does not wish to be 
restricted to only the King Air in Group C as it also has Beech 99 and Twin 
Otter aircraft in its fleet which would be used if traffic demand requires 
larger capacity aircraft. 


This application was submitted on August 10, 1983, with the 
request that it be placed on the Docket to be considered at the ATC Hearing 
scheduled for August 30, 1983, at Prince George, B.C. This request was 
denied. Decision No. 7656 from this Hearing dated September 28, 1983, 
cancelled Columbia Airlines Ltd.'s licences which had been under suspension, 
i.e., Class 4 and Class 9-4, Groups A, B and C, from a base at Prince George 
and Class 3, Groups A, B and C serving the points Prince George, Burns 
Lake, Terrace and Chetwynd, B.C. This Decision also approved temporary 
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Class 3, Group C authority for Kenn Borek Air Ltd. serving the points Prince 
George, Smithers, Terrace and Prince Rupert. 


The start-up costs and operating expenses for this temporary 
Class 3 service, since October 1983, have been so high that Kenn Borek 
made representations to the effect that this Class 3 service could not 
continue without locally produced charter revenue. As a result, by letter of 
May 4, 1984, Kenn Borek was granted temporary authority to provide Class 
4, Group C service from a base at Prince George. 


Decision No. 8072, dated June 6, 1984, approved an application 
by Kenn Borek for a Class 3 unit toll licence serving the points authorized 
under the temporary authority. 


Cruise Air opposed the application on the basis that the 
applicant provided no evidence of a requirement for the service and in 
Cruise Air's view, the majority of the 45 support letters submitted with the 
application were for the applicant's Class 3 service. 


In reply, Kenn Borek submitted that the Prince George area 
charter market generated 5,160 Class 4 revenue flying hours in 1981 and it 
is inconceivable that this demand has disappeared. Moreover, until recently 
there were two Class 4 Groups A, B and C operators in Prince George, in 
addition to Cruise Air, a Class 4A operator. Currently however, there is, de 
facto, only one charter operator in Prince George; Cruise Air has its licence 
under suspension and it does not even own an aircraft or meet the 
Committee's financial requirements for a licence.! In addition, the 
applicant is of the view that denial of the charter application would be the 
death knell for the possible revival of the unit toll authority, and, at this 
point in time, Kenn Borek needs both authorities to have a reasonable 
chance of success at Prince George. 


N.T. Air, in opposition, stated that services provided in the 
Prince George market by all modes and in particular by aircraft (both fixed 
and rotary wing) are, for the most part, more than adequate and if there is a 
gap in those services, it would be in the availability of a light pressurized 
aircraft, such as the King Air aircraft in Group C. Moreover, N.T. Air is of 
the view that the applicant has failed to adequately demonstrate evidence 
of a requirement for the service. 


| Cruise Air's licences were subsequently cancelled by A.T.C, 
Order No. 1984-A-654, dated August 20, 1984, 
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In reply, Kenn Borek states that N.T. Air, in its intervention, 
appears to object to Groups A and B but concedes the need for a particular 
type of aircraft in Group C. The applicant also notes that N.T. Air also 
supports the position which Kenn Borek has repeatedly stated, i.e. that the 
scheduled unit toll service between Prince George and Prince Rupert cannot 
stand alone at this particular time -- additional charter utilization is 
required. This service is currently incurring reasonably heavy losses and it 
is unfair to use revenues from other operations in the Arctic to subsidize the 
development of a Central B.C. unit toll service. An opportunity to access 
the Prince George charter market is essential. Kenn Borek is also of the 
view that it should be able to divert over 300 Group C revenue hours from 
the B.C. Government air service and since most of this medivac work is not 
now being carried out by N.T. Air, no diversion can be claimed. 


The applicant applied to amend its application to include a letter 
of support from the Province of British Columbia which had been filed out 
of time. The amendment was granted and further interventions were 
received. 


The Province of British Columbia submits that it supports Kenn 
Borek's application for a Class 3 licensing authority (utilizing King Air 
aircraft in Group C) to repiace the temporary approval received in August 
1983. In further consideration of the start-up and development costs of this 
service, it supports the applicant's request for Class 4 Group C charter 
authority at Prince George. It is of the view that Kenn Borek should have 
the opportunity to make supplemental charter use of its King Air aircraft 
from Prince George when the aircraft is not otherwise engaged in unit toll 
service, particularly since this type of aircraft is not presently available in 
the Prince George area and would be unlikely to compete in the same 
market as the existing Group C (Twin Otter) operation. The Emergency 
Health Services Commission has also indicated that a reasonably fast 
pressurized aircraft such as the King Air would be attractive for use as 
required on a charter basis in air ambulance work in the northern part of the 
Province. For the foregoing reasons, the Ministry supports the applications 
under Docket Nos. 6577 and 6609 WD. 


Subsequently, a further letter dated March 9, 1984 confirmed 
that the thrust of the Ministry's support was the need for and the use of the 
pressurized King Air aircraft (in unit toll service and charter work from the 


Prince George base). 


In its further intervention, N.T. Air submits that: 


- with respect to the original letter of support by the Ministry 
of Transportation and Highways, N.T. Air, ina telephone 
conversation with that Ministry subsequent to receiving a copy 
of the letter, indicated concern that the Air Transport 
Committee might construe the letter of support to Suggest full 
support (i.e. support for Groups A and B charter service as 
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well as the Group C charter) of the application contained in 
Docket No. 6609 WD, particularly in the light of the closing 
paragraph of that letter. N.T. Air was assured that this was 
not the Ministry's intent and a letter was being prepared by 
the Ministry to clarify its meaning (as a result of the N.T. Air 
telephone conversation with the Ministry, the letter dated 
March 9, 1984, as noted previously, was submitted by the 
Ministry); and 


- finally, should the applicant be granted the authority which it 
is seeking, without doubt N.T. Air will be forced into disposing 
of at least 50 percent of the aircraft presently operated. 


Kenn Borek also replied to this intervention. 


We have considered the application, the material in support 
thereof and the interventions referred to. 


We note from the letters of support that there are indications 
that the economy of North Central British Columbia is improving. The 
number of charter hours flown in this area by the competitors for the year 
1983 as compared to 1982 corroborate this trend. In addition, we note that 
many supporters state that there is a requirement for a pressurized turbo- 
prop aircraft which is available 24 hours a day and that the existing 
Licensee at Prince George does not provide this type of aircraft. We also 
note from the letters referred to that there is a possibility that some of the 
mega projects will be initiated and, if this were the case, there would be a 
substantial increase in the demand for Class 4 Charter services. 


We note that as a result of the cancellation of Cruise Air's 
licences and the demise of Columbia Airlines in 1983, there is now only one 
Class 4 Licensee based at Prince George. The approval of the present 
application would restore the competitive situation that existed previously. 


We note that the applicant has stated that the Class 3 unit toll 
service between Prince George and Prince Rupert is not, in isolation, 
financially viable. We are of the opinion that the continuation of the Class 
3 unit toll service is highly desirable and that Kenn Borek, in the 
circumstances extant, should be given the opportunity to provide additional 
air services at Prince George which would provide a reasonable opportunity 
for financial viability through combined unit toll and charter operations. 


In light of the current increase in demand and the potential for 
the future, we are of the view that the restoration of competition in the 
area would benefit the travelling public. 


Accordingly, we are satisfied that the applicant has established 
that the proposed commercial air service is and will be required by the 
present and future public convenience and necessity. 
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The application by Kenn Borek Air Ltd. for authority to operate

Donald Hughes and Brian Moore proposing to operate a 
partnership to be known as Foothills Flying Service have applied to the Air 
Transport Committee for authority to operate the commercial air service 
set out in the Title hereto. 


} Notice of the application was distributed to all licensed Class 7 
Specialty - Flying Training - air carriers within a fifty mile radius of the 
proposed base, and copies of the Notice were sent to interested air carriers 
and others. Pursuant to the notice, an intervention opposing the granting of 
the application was filed with the Committee by Sky West Aviation Ltd. 
(hereinafter Sky West). The applicant replied to the intervention. 


Letters of support from the Council of the Municipal District of 
Pincher Creek No. 9 and from Westcastle Park, Pincher Creek were 
attached to the application, together with 78 form-type letters of support. 
Twenty of these letters showed different requirements for various levels of 
training. 


The applicant submits that approximately forty people have 
expressed an intention of using the proposed service to achieve their original 
private pilot's licence or to upgrade their present licences. Approximately 
thirty people thus far have expressed an intention to use the proposed 
service to achieve specifically a private pilot's licence, and, at 45 hours per 
licence, these students would represent 1,350 revenue flying hours. The 
applicant asserts that his experience in operating satellite FT schools in the 
area (the last two for Sky West at Pincher Creek) has shown that this is the 
number of students a flying school would normally expect to graduate ina 
period of one year. In addition, twenty-five people have expressed an 
intention to use the proposed service specifically for night rating, thus _ 
representing 375 revenue flying hours while six have expressed an intention 
* to use the service to achieve the commercial pilot's licence. This would 
represent 360 revenue flying hours. 
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In opposition, Sky West submits that a significant number of 
people who supported the applicant's application also supported the Sky West 
application. In fact, the intervenor states that a review of the letters of 
support indicates that of the 95 people the applicant claims have expressed 
the intention of using the proposed service, only 31 have indicated in writing 
they intend to do so. Moreover, this sign-in support does not offer any 
commitment to use the service. In addition the applicant states that past 
satellite schools have graduated an average of five students from each semi- 
annual course, while the applicant forecasts thirty graduates each year, 
therefore, overstating the potential market by about 300 percent. Besides, 
the intervenor notes that none of the supporters has claimed dissatisfaction 
with Sky West's service. 


In reply, the applicant claims that it has not overestimated the 
market potential and the forty people it forecasts to use its proposed 
service is an estimation based on goodwill. As far as the number of 
graduates is concerned, the applicant stresses that the intervenor's satellilte 
schools graduated a lesser number than forecast by Foothill's because of 
lack of facilities through the winter months and the short period of seven 
months per year which they operated. 


We have considered the application, the interventions and replies 
and all material on the public files concerning this application. 


We find that the applicant has shown, in the way of letters, 
considerable public support for its proposed service. Moreover, the 
signatories of these letters indicate strong support for a locally-based flying 
training facility operated by local people. 


Although we have recently authorized a permanent Flying 
Training commercial air service at Pincher Creek, demand projections 
illustrate that the market in this instance is broader than the population of 
Pincher Creek would indicate. In our view, the injection of a competitive 
factor into this market would have a beneficial effect on the adequacy of 
commercial air services available to the public. 


Accordingly, we are satisfied that the applicant has established 
that the proposed commercial air service is and will be required by the 
present and future public convenience and necessity. 


The application by Donald Hughes and Brian Moore proposing to

Notice of the Class 4 Charter application was published on 
April 13, 1984 in the newspaper of the area concerned and copies of the 
Notice were sent to interested air carriers and others. Pursuant to the 
Notice, interventions opposing the granting of the application were filed 
with the Committee by Klahanie Air Ltd. (hereinafter Klahanie), Abbotsford 
Flight Centre Ltd. (hereinafter Abbotsford Flight) and Chilliwack Aviation 
Ltd. (hereinafter Chilliwack). 


The applicant included six letters of support with the 
application. One supporter indicated a requirement for service of between 
150 and 200 hours per year, while the other supporters provided general 
comments with respect to the desirability of having a charter operator 
based at Harrison Hot Springs, B.C. 


The applicant submits the following: 
- there are no other licensed carriers in the vicinity of 
Harrison Hot Springs; service at this point is provided 


occasionally by transient operators who do not serve the 
local demand adequately;

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- the proposed base will be adjacent to the Harrison Hot 
Springs Hotel and the proposed service, using float-equipped 
and amphibious aircraft, will cater to hotel clients; 


- the demand for service will be mainly to remote areas that 
are not accessible by other modes of transportation; and 


- the applicant is a local resident and has visited company 
offices and work sites to obtain information which was used 
in estimating the demand of 1,050 revenue hours in the first 
year of operation and 1,210 revenue hours in the second 
year. 


In its intervention, Klahanie states: 


- it has been operating charter service with float-equipped 
aircraft from Mission (26 miles south-west) for eight years 
and is of the opinion that the actual volume of business is 
much less than that estimated by the applicant; 


- Chilliwack operated a Cessna 206 on floats from Harrison 
Hot Springs in the summer of 1983 but ceased operation due 
to lack of traffic; 


- due to high winds and waves, Harrison Lake is not safe for 
float-equipped aircraft for a considerable amount of the 
time; 


- the application has many discrepancies in it, e.g., distances 
to other airports and communities are not correct; road 
access around most of Harrison Lake does exist; the logging 
Camps around the lake have their own landing strips; and 


- the proposed service would divert traffic from Klahanie 
which would be critical as present operations are only 
marginal. 


In its reply, the applicant contends: 
- Klahanie's statements are unsupported and hearsay; 


-  Klahanie's services at Mission are too far away to satisfy 
the local air service requirements; 


~ the statements about the lake being unsafe are unfounded as 
Chilliwack has operated float-equipped aircraft from the 
Lake; 


-  Klahanie's impression that Seabird only plans to serve 


logging camps on Harrison Lake is incorrect as the applicant 
intends to serve many other points; and

-  Klahanie wishes to retain the right to skim air service 
revenue from Harrison Hot Springs without providing any 
facilities or having a base at this point. 


Abbotsford Flight in its intervention states: 


- the market for float-equipped charter aircraft is very 
limited; a new service would compete with Klahanie and 
would cause traffic diversion which would create financial 
hardship for both carriers; 


- the applicant may also wish to operate wheeled aircraft 
which would be in direct competition with Chilliwack and 
Abbotsford Flight and there is no need for another charter 
carrier; and 


- the estimate of 1,050 revenue hours in the first year is 
unsubstantiated; the one supporter indicating a requirement 
of up to 200 revenue hours per year cannot sustain a viable 
operation. 


The applicant, in its reply, submits the following: 


- Abbotsford Flight is intervening on behalf of a third party, 
therefore its comments are hearsay; 


- Chilliwack does not provide service in the Harrison Lake 
area other than sporadic and infrequent arrivals at the lake; 
and 


- Abbotsford Flight has only submitted generalized opinions 
and the intervention should be set aside. 


In its intervention, Chilliwack states that: 


- the applicant has misrepresented the distances to other 
points; Chilliwack is located 12 miles from Harrison Hot 
Springs; Abbotsford is 33 miles from Harrison Hot Springs; 


- the applicant did not mention Mission City which is only 26 
miles from Harrison Hot Springs and is the base for 
Klahanie; Chilliwack is surprised that the applicant did not 
include Klahanie in its list of air carriers in the area; 


- the applicant's statement that there are no authorized 
carriers in the Harrison Hot Springs area is utter nonsense; 


- Chilliwack had a float-equipped Cessna 206 based at 
Harrison Hot Springs in 1983 and only performed 75 charter 
revenue hours and as a result, discontinued the service; 
Chilliwack advertised the service at Harrison Hot Springs 
and tried to promote the service but there was no demand; 
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- most of the logging camps on Harrison Lake have their own 
landing strips for wheeled aircraft since the lake gets very 
rough virtually every afternoon throughout most of the year; 


- the estimated revenue hours are not substantiated and will 
not materialize; Chilliwack was unable to continue service 
because of lack of demand; in the past, Cascade Air 
Services Ltd., Kent Aviation Ltd. and Harrison Airways Ltd. 
were also unable to continue service with float-equipped 
aircraft due to lack of demand; the availability of road 
transport, water transport, and wheeled aircraft to the 
camps around Harrison Lake has meant that service with 
float-equipped aircraft was not cost competitive; 


- the existing carriers around Harrison Hot Springs are 
providing adequate service; and 


- the information in the application is inaccurate and 
purposely misleading and should not be considered by the 
Committee. 


In its reply, the applicant contends that: 


- Chilliwack's intervention is based on generalizations, 
inference and inuendo; Chilliwack has not submitted any 
documents in support of the intervention; 


- the fact remains that there is no air service at Harrison Hot 
Springs; Chilliwack has no facilities at Harrison Hot Springs 
and is a transient operator; 


- the applicant intends to serve many other remote points in 
addition to the logging camps around Harrison Lake; and 


-  Chilliwack's intervention is mainly rhetoric, unsupported 
opinions, and generalizations and should be set aside. 


We have considered the application, the material in support 
thereof and the interventions referred to. 


We note that, even though Harrison Hot Springs is only 12 air 
miles from Chilliwack and 26 air miles from Mission City, the carriers 
operating from these two points do not base aircraft at Harrison Hot Springs 
to serve the local demand. The supporters of the application have indicated 
that a carrier operating aircraft based at Harrison Hot Springs would better 
meet their needs because it would alleviate the requirement to wait for 
aircraft to be brought in from other points, and the carrier is likely to be 
more sensitive to local demands. 
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Accordingly, we are satisfied that the applicant has established 
that the present and future public convenience and necessity requires 
approval of the application. 


The application by Seabird Air Limited for authority to operate 
Class 4 Charter and Class 9-4 International Charter commercial air services 
from a base at Harrison Hot Springs, B.C. using Groups A and B fixed wing 
aircraft is hereby approved and licences will issue upon compliance by the 
applicant with the filing, financial and other requirements of the Committee 
as applicable.

Canada Learjet further contended that the applicant 
failed to precisely identify the service being proposed and that the letters of 
support do not substantiate revenue forecast hours. Canada Learjet Ltd. 
argue that traffic carried under the proposed service would be diverted from 
Canada Learjet Ltd. 


In its reply to Canada Learjet Ltd.'s intervention, the applicant 
submitted that it is not desirous of competing with Canada Learjet Ltd., but 
rather of providing a requested service from their customers for a faster 
and larger aircraft.

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- it estimates that it will provide 120 revenue 
flying hours with Group B aircraft in the first 
year of operation and 150 revenue flying hours 
in the second year. 


In its intervention, Athabaska states that: 


- the aircraft ferried into Saskatoon are primarily 
Group C aircraft; 


- the arrangement whereby the applicant send Athabaska 
its Group B clients and Athabaska sends the 
applicant its Group A clients is adequate and 
equitable; 


- the addition of another Group B operator in Saskatoon 
will dilute the charter market and cause Athabaska 
considerable hardship; and 


- the applicant did not provide evidence of a 
requirement for the proposed service. 


In reply to the intervention by Athabaska, the applicant submits 
that Athabaska may be considering this application too seriously when it 
shows concern over a diluted charter market and marginal air carriers; that 
the addition of a Group B aircraft to its charter licence is to better serve its 
charter customers; and that this should have no effect on Athabaska's 
business. Furthermore, the applicant submits that it did not conduct surveys 
concerning public support for the reason Athabaska assumes. It maintains 
that the application for this additional authority is to better serve its 
existing customers and a survey did not seern to be required under the 
existing guidelines. 


In its intervention, Archer Enterprises Inc. states that: 
~ the applicant has failed to obtain letters of 
support or otherwise provide evidence of a

~ the applicant's financial calculations are not 
adequate or realistic. 
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In reply to Archer Enterprises Inc.'s intervention, the applicant 
submits that it did not obtain any letters of support because the nature of 
the application was simply to satisfy the requirements of existing charter 
customers; that the projected incomes were determined after close study of 
past and present charter hours; and that the financial calculations were 
based on actual exprience and are correctly identified in the application. 


We have considered the application and the interventions 
referred to. We note that a review of Class 4 Group B revenue flying hours 
out of Saskatoon indicates a rather modest Group B market. Over the last 
few years these hours have been performed by Athabaska and Norcanair. 
However, by Decision No. WDA1984-31-8023 dated May 14, 1984, Norcanair 
transferred its Class 4 Groups A and B authorities from a base at Saskatoon, 
Saskatchewan to West Wind Aviation Ltd. at the same base. This carrier has 
not as yet commenced operations although it has satisfied all the 
outstanding requirements of the Commission as of August 2, 1984. 


On the other hand, Mitchinson has had a charter presence in 
Saskatoon since 1947 and currently operates a Group B aircraft in its Class 7 
Flying Training services. Addition of the group to its charter operations 
will allow Mitchinson to better serve its existing clientele and provide more 
flexibility to the company to utilize the Group B aircraft. We are of the 
view that addition of this competitive aspect to the Saskatoon market will 
benefit the public.

The essence of the comments of both the inter venors was that 
public convenience and necessity was originally established at London, 
Ontario and if the market no longer requires service at this location, the 
licence should be cancelled.

Consequently, it 
established its remote base at Fort Nelson, B.C. and has met with steady 
success in that area which has financially enabled it to concurrently pursue 
the development of demand from its licensed base in the London, Ontario 
market area. As stated in the application, development of that market has 
not met with the success it needed to continue that effort for an indefinite 
period. The applicant also pointed out that Horizon Helicopters Inc., a 
carrier based at Fort Nelson, B.C., has, within the last month and a half, 
completely withdrawn from the Fort Nelson, B.C. area. 


We have considered the application and the inter ventions 
referred to. We note that: 


- statistics show that the applicant has established a presence 
at Fort Nelson, B.C. where demand justifies an ongoing 
operation, while the market in London, Ontario appears 
negligable; and 


- the competitive balance at Fort Nelson, B.C. will not be 
affected by this move as the applicant is already a 
participant in the Fort Nelson, B.C. market; and according 
to the applicant, Horizon Helicopters Inc. has recently 
withdrawn from the Fort Nelson market; and although there 
are no statistics to verify this contention, it is noteworthy 
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that Horizon Helicopters Inc. has chosen not to intervene in 
this application. 


Accordingly, we are satisfied that the public convenience and 
necessity requires the granting of the application.

Notice of the application was published on August 24, 1984 in the 
newspaper of the area concerned and copies of the Notice were sent to 
interested air carriers and others. Pursuant to the Notice, no interventions 
opposing the granting of the application were filed with the Committee. 
Pleadings were completed on October 19, 1984. 


An intervention in support of the application from the Norman 
Regional Development Corporation of Thompson, Manitoba was filed with 
the Committee. 


The applicant submits that it has maintained at least one 
helicopter at Gillam, Manitoba for the past five years which averaged 700 
revenue flying hours per year; and, that it proposes to base a Bel! 206B 
helicopter, which it owns, at Gillam. The applicant forecasts 1,000 and 
1,200 revenue flying hours in its first and second years of operations. 


We have considered the application and the material in support 
thereof.
